Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 2, 4-12, and 16-26 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Prior art of record does not disclose, in single or in combination, dial plan using 
termination number to determine if call is intra-company call, leaking call from data 
network or from PBX, developing national enterprise list, national leak list, international 
outbound enterprise list, international outbound leak list, international inbound list, 
special list, categorizing call as inbound national long distance call from data network 
wherein desired route is over PBX if termination number begins with one, followed by 
three digits that match enterprise three digit area code, followed by at least three digits 
that match the enterprise at least three digit switch code, categorizing as outbound 
national long distance enterprise call from PBX wherein desired route is over network if 
termination number begins with one, and an at least three digit switch code that match a 
three digit area code and an at least three digit switch code from one of enterprise 
numbers from national enterprise list or inbound call from PSTN if termination number 
has fewer than seven digits.
